The fourth is ad- 
dressed, enter alzos, “To the Honourable William Saville, Baronet, my 
Godson” ; in the fifth the author couples the Marquis and Marchioness 
of Winchester with the Hon. Walter Montague; in the tenth, Henry 
Parker, Lord Morley and Monteagle, with William Habington (the 
poet) and his wife, Mistress Lucy Habington (his Castara). The 
whole concludes with a poem addressed to Lady Winchester. This 
scarce volume, though bearing date 1648, was issued Nov. 11, 1647, as 
appears from the contemporary memorandum on the title of the copy 
among the King’s Pamphlets in the British Museum. Abbot-Rivers 
was one of the Jesuits taken at that time and adjudged to suffer 
capitally ; but we may presume that he, at least, was fortunate enough 
to obtain a commutation of his sentence.

Adam the Carthusian is mentioned in the “ Bibliotheca Carthusiana ” 
of T. Petreius, Colonie, 1609, 8v0, as well as by Pits, Vossius and 
others, who generally state that he flourished a.p. 1340, or thereabouts. 
From the account of him contained in the present MS. it appears that 
he lived at a considerably earlier period, and that he was first a monk 
and then Abbot of the Preemonstratensian monastery of Dryburgh in 
Scotland, but that he subsequently joined the Carthusian order, and 
became a monk of Witham, County of Somerset—their first house in 
England, which was at that time under the special care of St. Hugh, 
who had been Prior there. This prelate died in a.p. 1200. The 
Sermons are not mentioned by Petreius, nor, so far as appears, by any 
other writer. The twenty-first of these is entitled: ‘Sermo in die 
sancti hugonis episcopi lincolniensis” ; and it is observable that the 
saint is spoken of historically, and that a “ Life” of him is cited, as 
well as the “‘Speculum” of Vincent of Beauvais, who flourished 
A.D. 1250. These facts, though consistent with the date assigned to 
Adam the Carthusian by Petreius and others, v7z. 1340, do not agree 
with his biography as recorded in this MS. (artt. 8, 9). Unless there 
were two Carthusian writers of the name of Adam, the date 1340 must 
be an erroneous one. The sermon on St. Hugh would appear to have 
been interpolated into the series. Petreius refers to the ‘‘ Life of St. 
Hugh,” in five books, and cites words of the author which are found 


in the present copy: “—que de uiro beatissimo lincolniensi presule 


uidi audiui,” &e., f. 111b, col. 2. He imagines that the book was 
written, not by Adam the Carthusian, but by an archdeacon of 
Lincoln who was familiarly acquainted with St. Hugh—an opinion 
which is plainly contrary to the evidence furnished by this MS.

Beneath 
this is a circular dial divided into the twenty-four hours, with the 
emblems of the Evangelists at each corner, and the Holy Rood in the 
centre. Then comes a calendar of the twelve months, with the saints’ 
days and holy days, indicated by emblems: thus, against the Epiphany 
are three crowns ; St. Blaize is represented by a chafing-dish filled 
with live embers ; against St. Dunstan is the devil, in the form of a 
hog, confronting the saint ; St. Eligius is indicated by a goldsmith’s 
hammer ; and the English origin of the almanack is sufficiently evi- 
denced by the names in the calendar of St. Botolph, St. Edward, St. 
Guthlac, St. Alphege, St. Cuthbert, etc. This side of the almanack 
concludes with eight chronological data which it is not easy to recon- 
cile though it may safely be concluded that the sixth gives the true 
date at which the almanack was in use.

Johnson, of the Oxford Observatory, to whom it formerly belonged, 
this MS. was written in England ; but though, as shown by the coat-of- 
arms on the first page, it was executed for Margaret of York, sister of 
Edward IV, who married Charles the Bold, Duke of Burgundy, in 1468, 
the miniatures are certainly not of English execution, but were more 
probably painted in French Flanders. Mr. Johnson appears to have 
grounded his opinion partly on the fact that at the end of the book are 
two chapters on St. Edmund, one relating a miracle that happened to 
him, and the other giving an account of his martyrdom. The former 
is sufficiently curious to be worth printing. This volume was acquired 
at the sale of Mr. Johnson’s MSS. It was formerly in the collection 
of Prince Golownin. It is described by Dr. Waagen, “ Treasures of 
Art in Great Britain,” vol. iii. p. 113.

This is in substance the same 
work as the preceding, but with so many alterations that it almost 
deserves to be regarded as distinct from it. Not only is the publica- 
tion here avowedly from the pen of the celebrated actor Armin, but.

EDITIO PRINCEPS OF THE LATIN VULGATE, commonly known as the 


-Mazarine Bible, from the fact that the copy in the Mazarine Library 


was first recognised as a Bible to be specially distinguished as the 
work of Guttenberg. It was at a later period that a copy was found 
in the National Library at Paris, bearing a-MS. subscription by the 
Uluminator which approximately fixes the date of the book. Some 
fragments of the grammatical treatise of Donatus are in existence 
which are believed to have been executed earlier, as well as a Letter 
of Indulgence, both, like the Bible, printed with movable types ; but 
the work above described is beyond dispute the first important effort 
of Guttenberg, the great inventor of the Art of Printing. Two sorts 
of copies of the Mazarine Bible are met with. The first is that issued 


by Guttenberg himself, about 1455, of which no copy on vellum is 


known, and the second is. the issue made by Fust in or after 1456, 
when he had legally robbed the inventor of his whole stock of types 
and copies. It is to this second issue that all the vellum copies (and 
also most of the paper copies) belong. The variation between the two 
issues is easily discovered: in the second issue, the first five leaves, as 
well as one at the beginning of Maccabees, where a division into two 
volumes might have been intended, were reprinted so as to occupy, 
by the means of newly-cut types of abbreviations, only forty lines per 
column instead of forty-two, as in the original book. A priority is to 
be given to the unmixed issue on paper (with 42 lines) to which the 
copy now described belongs, over the copies printed on vellum. (See 
Bernard, “ De Origine de l’Imprimerie.”) The present copy is quite 
perfect, very clean, and for the most part, uncut. Even the MS. 
memoranda of signatures and numbers of chapters still remain at the 
foot and on the margins of the pages, being most probably in the 
handwriting of Guttenberg himself. From the libraries of Sir M. M. 
Sykes and Henry Perkins, with their arms on the covers, bound in 
black morocco, gold and blind tooled. A note by Bernard Quaritch 
in the cover says: “This is the finest copy I ever beheld, or anybody 
else.” '

M. Bernard, in his treatise “De Vorigine d’imprimerie en Europe,’ 
has noticed the variations which are found in different copies, but does 
not say whether the variations are between copies printed on vellum 
and paper, or whether they occur indiscriminately. He prints two 
colophons, but the second one which he gives differs from both of the 
above in omitting the words which indicate the mode in which the 
work was. produced.
